MESSAGE FROM MAYOR 


Dear Residents and Visitors: 

Public Safety is of the highest priority in Newark, and we have treated it as 
such since taking office on July 1, 2014. We immediately took action to address 
the needless tragedy that crime causes with anti-crime initiatives to increase 
community engagement, including Community Roll Calls, Neighborhood Walks, 
and working to provide our police officers with new technology like a Real Time 
Crime Center and body cameras. 

All of these initiatives have had a measurable impact on crime in Newark and 
have enhanced our efforts to connect the Newark Police Department with the 
residents they are sworn to protect and serve. 

We recognize that we cannot simply “arrest” our way out of crime. We must 
provide residents with alternatives to crime and violence. Our residents want 
and deserve jobs and career opportunities, which enable them to become pro- 
ductive citizens. To this end, we are working to remove abandoned buildings 
that create unsafe conditions in communities and become home to criminal 
activities. We are enforcing liquor and tavern licenses to ensure that these es- 
tablishments uphold the law. And, finally, Our Re-Entry Program is working to 
break the cycle of recidivism, to ensure that ex-offenders returning to Newark 
can find jobs. 

All of these measures are holistic in approach, unified in action, and share a 
common goal: to transform Newark into a City we can all believe in.

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MESSAGE FROM DIRECTOR 


Dear residents: 

Since Mayor Ras Baraka took office and appointed me as police director in 
2014, | have stressed the importance of engaging the community in our efforts 
to fight crime. This is why the Neighborhood Walks and Community Roll Calls 
are so important. It gives police leadership an opportunity to visit the neighbor- 
hoods, interact with residents, and address concerns immediately. 

We have seen dramatic progress in reducing crime: Between July 1 and No- 
vember 30 of this year, we reduced Robberies by 17 percent, Carjackings by 51 
percent, Homicides, by 30 percent, Auto Thefts by 20 percent, and Burglaries 
by 6 percent. These are important gains. 

| am proud to announce that we have also welcomed 35 new officers onto 
the force, put 72 percent of our officers out on the street, and have also opened 
anew precinct to make us more efficient and pro-active. 

While we are increasing our police presence, we still need you to be our 
eyes and ears in the community. If you see something, say something. Use our 
1-877-NWK-TIPS line, and you can earn cash rewards for bringing criminals to 
justice. 

If you have a complaint or concern, don't hesitate to contact me or our 
re-organized Internal Affairs Office in City Hall. We will make sure your complaints 
get addressed. 

Through this publication we hope you will learn more about our community 
outreach, new police initiatives and why you should believe in Newark police.

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HOW WE'RE INCREASING 


POLICE PRESENCE 


"1 The City of Newark has developed a series of reforms and 
— new policies in the Newark Police Department that will enable 
the force to save money, increase efficiency and provide a 
noticeable rise in police presence. We have made immense 
strides in creating a safer city by doing the following: 


* Created a Ist Precinct in the Central Ward, adding 
another 60 officers to a hot spot crime area 


* Added 35 new police recruits to the Department, the 
first class since 2010 

* Added 15 more officers with a grant from COPS Hiring 
Program 

e Will hire more than 100 more police officers in 2015 


* Deployed 72 percent of police officers on street patrol 
in neighborhoods 
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HOW WE'RE MAKING 


NEWARK SAFER 


The Newark Violence Reduction Initiative is a special- 
ized unit that targets areas that have been prone to vio- 
lence and addresses those incidents and restores peace. 


The Fugitive Apprehension Team focuses on wanted 
persons, often working in partnership with county, state, 
and federal agencies to bring them to justice. 


The “Walk and Ride” program has our officers patrol 
areas by car, and then get out of their vehicles and 
perform a foot patrol. This enhances their connection 
with the community, understanding of the people, and 
our Department's visibility. 

The Real Time Crime Center enables us to observe 
neighborhoods in real time, and focus on situations 
and incidents as they develop or warrant attention with 
cutting-edge technology. 


* The Model Neighborhood Program addresses 


abandoned buildings and other public safety hazards. 


Re-entry programs provide jobs and training for 
ex-offenders, enabling them to return to society as 
productive citizens. 


Firearms Recovery Team recovered 738 guns this year, 
which contributed to a reduction in violent crimes across 
the board. 


Emergency Response Teams have added additional 
patrols to address violence in neighborhoods and build 
closer relationships with the community.

Neighborhood Walks 


This summer Mayor Ras J. Baraka and the top ranking police officials and 
department heads began Neighborhood Walks, where they walked through 
the streets of Newark to witness firsthand the quality of life issues that are 
affecting residents. These included abandoned buildings that have become 
eyesores, health hazards, and home to squatters and drug dealers, for exam- 
ple. The Mayor and the police spoke to residents directly about their concerns 
and called in code enforcement or sanitation as needed. 

The Neighborhood Walks gained the attention of non-Newark residents, 
like New York Giants punter Steve Weatherford who, while on a walk, donated 
750 smoke detectors to residents. 

During another Neighborhood Walk, State 
Acting Attorney General John J. Hoffman 
joined alongside city officials, clergy members, 
and other dignitaries to address crime and 
quality-of-life issues. The most important as- 
pect of these Neighborhood Walks is that they 
bring together the residents of Newark and the 
law enforcement officers who are committed 
to serving with the highest quality of service.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Newark Police Department is entrusted to protect and 
serve the City of Newark by securing neighborhoods, business 
districts and municipal assets. The NPD not only combats 
crime and maintains order, but strengthens relationships with 
resident, neighborhood and business organizations. 

The Newark Police Department includes the following 
divisions: 

* Alcoholic Beverage Control Board (ABC Board) main- 
tains the files and records of liquor licenses, regulates 
the sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages of each 
licensee, and ensures that all licensees follow the state 
and municipal laws, rules and regulations governing their 
operation.

* Criminal Investigations identifies and apprehends 
criminals and recovers stolen property. The division also 
follows up on all offenses and is divided into four com- 
ponents: Major Crimes Bureau; General Investigations; 
Narcotics; and the Property and Evidence Bureau.

* Division of Taxicab handles regulation, laws, training of 
taxi drivers and supervision of the taxi inspector.

Crime prevention is not just a job for law enforcement, it 
is everyone’s responsibility. Learn how to protect yourself by 
following these helpful tips. 


AT HOME 


Lock all doors and windows. 

Use a timer to turn lights on and off when you are away. 
for extended periods of time. 

Notify neighbors and the police when going away on a trip. 
Cancel deliveries and ask a neighbor to collect your mail. 
Don’t hesitate to report crime or suspicious activities. 

If you arrive at home and suspect a stranger may be 
inside, DO NOT GO IN. Leave quietly and call 911 to 
report the crime.

If you are attacked on the street, make as much noise as 
you can while calling for help or blowing a whistle. Do not 
pursue your attacker. Call 911 and report the crime. 

Avoid walking alone at night, especially in high risk areas. 
Always walk with a friend, even during the daytime. 
Always plan your route and stay alert to your surroundings. 
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IN YOUR CAR 

At stop signs and traffic lights, keep the car in gear. 
Travel well-lit and busy streets. Plan your route. 

Don’t leave your purse on the seat beside you; put it on 
the floor, where it is more difficult for someone to grab it.
